Our  Hutchins  were  along  the  James  River.  There  were  Hutchins  early  in  Pennsylvania,  Maryland 
and  in  Norfolk  County,  Virginia.  These  Hutchins  of  the  various  locations,  may  have  had  a 
common  ancestry  bacw  sometime  in  one  British  Isles,  but  no  relationship  is  known  among  them 
in  the  colonies.

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THE  QUAKER  CHURCH 


The  members  of  the  Nicholas  Hutchins  Family  were  birthright  Quakers.  To  understand  their  lives 
and  affairs,  one  should  study  the  Friends  Church  of  that  early  period. 

To  the  Quakers,  religion  was  a  serious  matter  to  be  taken  into  their  daily  lives.  The  cnurch 
regulated  many  of  the  things,  that  today  are  taken  care  of  by  the  State,  or ^ not ^noticed  at^all. 
The  church  rules  and  discipline  were  strictly  maintained.  Members  were  called  to  account  lor 
unseemly  conduct,  dressing  too  gaily,  swearing,  lying,  drinking,  frivolous  talk,  military 
service,  gambling,  horse  racing,  not  paying  debts,  holding  or  hiring  slaves,  absence  from 
meeting,  marrying  non  member  or  marrying  out  of  unity,  which  meant  that  the  persons  married 

Law  of  the  State  instead  of  the  Decree  of  the  Church,  or  more  serious  offenses.

For  any  of  these  offenses  a  member  might  be  disowned, 
without  the  consent  of  the  meeting. 


A  member  was  not  allowed  to  go  to  raw. 


To  the  Quakers,  marriage  was  a  church  affair.  No  hasty  marriages  for  them.  The  ^ two  persons  mus 
declare  their  intentions  at  a  monthly  meeting.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  ± ind  if  eacn  was 
clear  to  marry,  and  report  to  the  next  monthly  meeting.  They  declare  their  intentions  a  second 
time,  and  were  given  permission  to  marry.  When  the  committee  could  not  be  sure  cj.  clearness, 
marriage  might  be  delayed  for  months  or  forbidden. 


All  these  matters ’were  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  meeting.  The  Quaker  records  are  coiiSj.dci  cd 


the  most  authentic  and  reliable  to  be  found.  If  the smarriage  took  place  at  a  public  meeting, 
it  is  possible  to  know  the  exact  date  of  marriage.  Sometimes  the  mar"'""'" 
and  was  reported  to  the  next  meeting  as  accomplished.

In  upper  Hanover  County,  near  Montpelier,  was  localed  Cedar  Creex  Meeting.  This  was  the  most 
prominent  meeting  in  Virginia.  It  was  a  monthly  meeting,  a  quarterly  meeting,  and  a  yean j 
meeting.  It  is  said  that  at  the  time  of  its  greatest  influence,  thousands  of  persons  met  in 
its  surrounding  grove  to  attend  the  yearly  meeting  service.  A  number  of  smaller  meetings,^ 
G-enito,  Gravelly  Run,  and  Caroline  were  located  In  this  territory,  making  record  at  Cedar  creek, 


When  the  Hutchins  moved  to  North  Carolina,  and  settled  in  Surry  County  on  the  tributary 
streams  of  Forbush  Creek,  they  placed  their  membership  at  Deep  River,  thirty  miles  away. 
By  1793 *  a  meeting  was  established  at  Deep  Creek,  and  the  Hutchins  became  leading  members. 
Services  had  been  held  as  early  as  1786, 

Cedar  Creek  Meeting,  established  1737*  was  abandoned  long  years  ago.  Deep  Creek  is  still 
a  strong,  prosperous  meeting.  Recently,  Charles  Hutchins,  a  descendant,  was  its  minister. 


DATES 

The  dates  given  have  been  taken  from  the  Quaker  Records,  from  Grave  Stones,  from  the  Census 
Records,  from  Bible  Records,  from  Marriage  Bonds  and  from  County  Records. 

It  is  not  always  possible  to  get  the  exact  date  of  marriage  from  the  Quaker  Records.  The  inten¬ 
tions  were  declared  at  church.  But  often  the  marriage  took  place  at  home  and  was  reported  to 
the  next  monthly  meeting  as  accomplished.  We  have  often  used  the  date  of  the  intentions  as 
the  nearest  we  could  find. 

When  a  Quaker  married  contrary  to  the  discipline,  often  the  only  date  of  record  was  the  date 
complaint  was  made,  which  might  be  months  after  the  marriage.  The  date  on  a  marriage  bond  might 
precede  the  marriage  by  days. 


The  DAUGHTERS  of  the  AMERICAN  REVOLUTION 

Strangeman  Hutchins  was  sixty-eight  years  old  when  the  Revolutionary  War  began,  and  seventy- 
one  by  the  time  the  War  reached  Virginia.  He  was  too  old  to  take  part  in  the  War  even  if 
his  Friends  Faith  had  not  forbidden.  But  he  could  perform  Patriotic  Service. 

A  record  of  such  Patriotic  Service  was  found  in  Goochland  County,  and  Mrs .  Gussie  Waymire  Crider 
made  application  to  the  National  Society,  D.  A.  R.  and  proved  the  service.  With  her  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  D.  A.  R.  was  filed  a  photostat  copy  of  the  record  of  service,  and  also  a  copy 
of  the  Will  of  Strangeman  Hutchins. 

Any  member  of  the  family  desiring  to  join  this  patriotic  organization,  will  need  but  refer 
to  the  application  of  Mrs.  Crider  for  proof  of  service.

HUTCHENS -or  HUTCHINS  FAMILY  REUNION. 

The  first  reunion  known  to  have  been  organized  in  Indiana  by  members  of  this  Hutchins  Family 
was  held  in  Boone  County,  near  Thorntown. 

They  met  in  a  little  grove  across  the  road  from  the  old  homestead  of  Daniel  F.  Hutchens  and  the 
place  of  meeting  was  selected  by  Ira  Hutchens,  son  of  Daniel,  because  he  and  his  wife  Eva, 
lived  on  the  old  home  place. 

Those  instrumental  in  organizing  the  reunion  were  all  members  of  the  Nicholas  Hutchins  line- 
Archie  Hutchens,  son  of  Enoch,  Mrs.  May  Bush,  daughter  of  Rhoda  Hutchens  Kincaid,  Mrs.  Esther 
Personette,  daughter  of  Asa  W.  Hutchens,  Noble  C.  Kincaid,  son  of  Rhoda  Hutchens  Kincaid, 
and  Ora  E.  Hutchens,  son  of  Charles  T.  Hutchens. 

There  were  very  few  present  at  the  organization  meeting,  but  it  was  the  beginning  of  the 
Hutchins  Reunion  of  today,  held  yearly  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  The  present  officers  of 
the  reunion  are  Clifford  F.  Hutchins,  President,  Ora  E.  Hutchens,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and 
Mrs.  E.  C.  Crider,  Historian.  The  president  and  historian  are  members  of  the  Benjamin  Hutchins

Elizabeth  Cox,  who  married  Strangeman  Hutchins,  was  a  daughter  of  Richard  Cox  and  his  wife 

Mary.  Richard  Cox  made  his  will  in  Henrico  County,  Virginia,  July  13,  1734.  In  this  he  names 

his  heirs,  John  Cox,  Henry  Cox,  Mary  Fore,  Elizabeth  Hutchins,  Richard  Cox,  Obedience  Perkins, 
Edith  Whitloe ,  a  grand  son,  Hickerson  Cox,  and  his  wife  Mary.  A  deed  made  previous  to  the 
will  shows  that  he  had  a  daughter  Martha  Ferguson. 

Mary  Cox,  wife  of  Richard,  was  before  her  marriage  Mary  Trent,  daughter  of  Henry  Trent  and 
his  wife,  Elizabeth.  Henry  Trent  in  his  will  made  in  Henrico  County,  January  8,  1700,  named 
as  his  heirs,  Alexander  Trent,  Henry  Trent,  John  Trent,  William  Trent,  Mary  Cox,  wife  of 
Richard  Cox,  Rebecca  Trent,  Susanna  Trent,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth. 

Elizabeth  Trent,  born  about  1657*  wife  of  Henry  Trent,  was  before  her  marriage  Elizabeth 
Sherman,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Cisly  Sherman.  And  Cisly  Sherman  before  her  marriage  to 
Henry  Sherman,  was  the  wile  oi  Isaac  Hutchins,  whose  will  made  in  Henrico  County,  February  23* 

1656,  named  as  his  heirs,  his  minor  son,  Robert  Hutchins,  and  his  wife,  Sisely. 

John  Cox  was  the  father  of  Richard  Cox.  His  will  made  in  Henrico  County,  February  10,  1691, 
named  as  his  heirs  his  six  sons,  John  Cox,  William  Cox,  Bartholomew  Cox,  Richard  Cox,  Henry 
Cox,  George  Cox,  and  wife,  Mary. 

William  Cox  was  the  lather  oi  John  Cox.  Virginia  descendants  of  the  family,  people  of  education 
and  high  standing  concur  in  that  statement.  Mrs.  Ella  Foy  O’ Gorman,  Washington,  D.C.,  a  de¬ 
scendant  of  Richard  Cox  through  his  son,  Henry  Cox,  after  years  of  patient  investigation, 
says ^ that  William  Cox  was  the  Immigrant  Ancestor.  As  does  Judge  Edwin  P.  Cox,  South  Richmond, 
Virginia,  a  student  for  years  of  the  family  records,  a  descendant  of  John  Cox  through  his  son, 
George  Cox. 

William  Cox,  born  1598,  died  previous  to  1656,  came  from  England  to  Virginia, 

1610-  in  the  ship,  "Godspeed. u 

1628-  Sept.  20,  had  a  grant  of  100  acres  in  Elizabeth  City  County. 

1636-  Nov.  29,  had  a  grant  of  15 0  acres  in  Henrico  County,  on  the  James,  two  and  one-half 
miles  above  Harroe  Addocks.

1642-  Sept-.  1,  bought  250  acres  in  partnership  with  Isaac  Hutchins  at  the  mount  of  Falling

Harroe  Addocks,  or  Arrohateck,  was  five  or  six  miles  above  Dutch  Gap.  The  William  Cox 
grant,  1636,  was  possibly  not  far  from  the  Mouth  of  Palling  Creek. 


THE  TRENT  FAMILY. 

Henry  Trent,  who  married  Elizabeth  Sherman, (data  given  on  preceding  page)  may  have  been  the 
immigrant  ancestor.  He  was  born  16L|2  and  may  have  been  brother  or  uncle  of  William  Trent, 
born°l655,  for  whom  Trenton,  New  Jersey  was  named. 

A  deed  for  land  in  Henrico  County,  Virginia,  dated  November  7,  1673,  given  by  Governor  Berkely 
to  Henry  Trent,  is  an  early  record. 


THE  STANLEY  FAMILY. 


The  Stanley  family  and  the  Hutchins  family  were  closely  inter-married.  Thomas  Stanley  from 
England,  came  to  the  Virginia  Colony  about  1700,  with  his  three  sons,  James,  Thomas  and  John, 
^hey  settled  in  Hanover  County.  James  Stanley  (bap.  1686,  d-  )  married  Catherine  Hutcmns 
(b-  d-12-20-1766),  daughter  of  Nicholas.  They  had  a  family  of  eight,  viz:  William,  dames, 

Mary,  Martha,  Micaiah,  Agnes,  Strangeman  and  Elijah.  This  family  moved  to  Guilford  County, 
North  Carolina,  I76I4,  and  are  ancestors  of  a  vast  number.  Rev.  A.  Mereditn,  oi  Greencascle , 
Indiana,  is  a  descendant  of  this  marriage. 


Thomas  Stanley,  Junior,  married  twice,  and  had  a  family  of  eleven. 


John  Stanley  (b-  1693,  d-  7-17-1783)  married  Martha  Hutchins  (b-  1719, 
of  Nicholas.  They  had  a  family  of  five,  Ursula,  Milly,  Joshua,  Thomas 
Stanley,  whom  John  Hutchins  married,  1757,  was  a  daughter  of  this  John 
wife.

THE  BARNETT  FAMILY. 


Thomas  W.  Barnett,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Hutchins  Barnett,  page  who  lived  in  Fulton 
County,  Indiana,  and  who  is  the  grandson  of  Jane  Hutchins  Barnett,  wrote  a  short  historv 
of  the  family  in  1857 • 

He  says,-  "John  Barnett,  my  great,  great  grandfather,  was  born  1680  in  the  vicinity  of 
Jamestown,  Virginia,  and  died  there  1765.  My  great  grandfather  was  named  John,  also.  He 
was  born  1712  and  died  1797*  He  was  born,  lived  and  died  in  the  land  of  his  fathers. 

Each  of  them  was  the  only  son  in  his  family, 

Thomas  W.  Barnett’s  mother  was  Elizabeth  Hutchins.  Of  this  family  he  says:  "My  great  grand 
father's  name  was  Strangeman  Hutchins.  Why  that  singular  name  was  given  him,  I  know  not, 
unless  it  was  because  his  parents  thought  it  strange  that  a  man  child  should  be  born  unto 
them,  for  I  believe  he  was  their  only  son.  He  was  a  minister  of  the  Friends  Faith.  His 
word  was  law  among  his  children,  and  they  obeyed  him  to  the  letter.  His  wife,  Elizabeth 
Cox,  lived  to  the  advanced  age  of  103  years  and  died  in  North  Carolina." 


THE  McGEHEE  FAMILY. 

There  is  a  tradition  that  James  McGregor  came  to  Virginia  in  1653  and  changed  his  name  to 
MacGehee ;  some  say  to  William  McGhee,  others  to  Thomas  McGehee .  The  latter  ones  have  it 
that  Thomas  MackGehee , ( the  first  of  the  name  in  America)  who  made  his  Will  in  1724,  was  son 
of  William.  There  are  five  sons  and  four  daughters  named  in  the  Will. 

There  are  many  spellings  given  for  the  name;  Micgehes,  Mcgehee,  Megahey,  Magahe,  Megehee. 

Many  members  of  the  McGehee  families  of  Virginia  were  Quakers,  as  the  early  Quakers  records  show. 

Many  McGhees  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  according  to  the  record  of  Army  Accounts  of  the 
different  counties.  In  Caroline  and  Louisa  Counties,  Virginia,  Joseph  and  Carr  McGehee  are 
mentioned  as  having  received  Certificates  in  1780,  this  being  of  special  interest,  as  Judith 
McGehee  (my  great-grandmother)  was  a  resident  of  Caroline  County  at  the  time  of  her  marriage.

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STRANGEMAN  HUTCHINS. 


Strangeman  Hutchins,  son  of  Nicholas,  was  born  in  Virginia,  1707*  and  died  in  Surry  County, 

(now  Yadkin  County),  North  Carolina,  February  10,  1792.  Strangeman  probably  lived  in  Henrico 
County  until  his  marriage  about  1731  to  Elizabeth  Cox,  daughter  of  Richard  and  Mary  Cox. 

Elizabeth  Cox  was  born  February  25*  1713*  in  Virginia,  and  died,  according  to  Thomas  W.  Barnett, 
in  North  Carolina  at  the  age  of  103  years. 

Sometime  after  his  marriage,  Strangeman  moved  up  the  James  River  to  Goochland  County,  along 
Genito  Creek.  Here  he  bought  and  occasionally  sold  land.  In  1782  to  1785*  when  preparing  to 
move  to  North  Carolina,  Strangeman  disposed  of  land  showing  that  he  owned  about  750  acres, 
of  which  his  son,  John,  had  an  interest  in  250  acres. 

Strangeman  was  a  very  prominent  member  of  the  Friends  Church.  There  was  a  small  meeting  at 
Genito  Creek,  but  his  principal  activity  was  at  the  great  central  meeting  at  Cedar  Creek,  in 
Hanover  County.  His  name  is  first  found  on  the  Cedar  Creek  records  in  17i|l.  From  that  time 
until  1786,  when  he  moved  to  North  Carolina,  his  name  is  continually  on  the  records  as  witness, 
on  committees,  as  representative,  as  overseer,  as  clerk,  as  elder. 

In  1782,  Strangeman  freed  twelve  slaves  by  a  deed  of  Manumission. 

As  you  read  between  the  lines  of  the  record,  you  realize  that  Strangeman  was  a  man  of  amazing 
vitality,  and  of  remarkable  ability.

Surry  County,  North  Carolina. 

I,  Strangeman  Hutchins,  of  Surry  County,  and  State  of  North  Carolina,  being  desirous  to  settle 
my  outward  estate  while  in  my  sound  senses  and  memory,  and  to  prevent  disputes  after  my  death, 
do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  following: 

First,  I  give  to  my  beloved  wife,  Elizabeth  Hutchins,  all  my  personal  estate,  not  hereafter 
given  to  any  of  my  children  or  grandchildren,  hereafter  named,  to  dispose  of  as  she  may  think 
proper,  amongst  my  children  and  grandchildren. 

Secondly,  It  is  my  will  and  desire,  that  John  Standley  shall  have  the  tract  of  land  he  now 
lives  on,  containing  seventy-five  acres,  being  in  the  county  above  said,  for  his  own  property, 
provided  he  pay  me  or  my  executor  the  sum  of  twenty-five  pounds  Virginia  money,  by  or  before 
the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December,  Anno  Domini  1792,  agreeable  to  a  verbal  contract  made  between 
him,  the  said  John  Standley  and  myself.  If  the  money  is  not  paid  by  that  time,  then  it  is  my 
desire  that  my  son,  Benjamin  Hutchins,  shall  have  the  seventy-five  acres  of  land  by  settling 
and  paying  some  demands  that  are  against  me  in  Virginia,  and  paying  the  balance  of  the  above 
mentioned  sum  of  twenty-five  pounds  Virginia  money  to  his  mother. 

Thirdly,  I  lend  to  my  daughter,  Mary  Brooks,  a  tract  of  land  containing  fifty-five  acres, 
lying  in  Goochland  County  in  Virginia,  it  being  the  land  whereon  my  said  daughter  Mary,  now- 
lives,  during  her  natural  life,  provided  she  lives  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband, 

Samuel  Robert  Brooks.  It  is  not  my  intent  the  said  Brooks  should  live  on  my  land  or  have  any 
part  of  my  estate  whatever  and  after  the  death  of  my  said  daughter  Mary,  then  I  give  the  said 
fifty-five  acres  of  land  to  my  granddaughter,  Elizabeth  Standley,  daughter  of  my  said  daughter, 
Mary  Brooks,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Fourthly,  I  lend  to  my  daughter,  Edieth  Stanley,  one  featherbed,  which  she  now  has  in  her 
possession,  during  her  natural  life  and  then  I  give  the  said  bed  to  my  grandson,  John  Hutchins 
Stanley. 

Fifthly,  It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  whatever  I  have  already  given  to  my  sons  and  daughters 
hereafter  named,  the  same  shall  remain  in  their  possession  forever:  (to  wit)  Jo  tin,  Nicholas, 
Thomas  and  Benjamin  Hutchins,  Mary  Brooks,  Edieth  Stanley,  Obedience  Harding  and  Jean  Barnett. 

And  last,  I  appoint  my  son,  Benjamin  Hutchins,  executor  to  this  my  last  will  and  testament.

The  little  we  know  about  this  family,  is  from  the  Quaker  Records  and  from  her  Will. 

From  the  Friends  Records:  “Mary  Hutchins  and  Samuel  Robert  Brooks  published  intentions  of 

marriage.  John  Harris  and  William  Stanley  were  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  clearness  of 
Brooks.  Probably  a  like  committee  was  appointed  by  the  women’s  meeting,  to  inquire  as  to 
Mary.  There  were  no  objections,  and  the  intentions  were  declared  a  second  time.  The  same 

men  were  appointed  to  attend  the  marriage,  which  was  conducted  in  an  orderly  manner  at  a 
Monthly  Meeting  in  Caroline  County." 

The  above  is  a  Cedar  Creek  Meeting  record.  This  was  a  Quarterly  Meeting.  A  number  of 
small  meetings,  preparative  and  monthly,  reported  to  Cedar  Creek-  as  Caroline,  Genito, 
Gravelly  Run,  Camp  Creek  and  probably  others. 

Samuel  Robert  Brooks  was  disowned  by  Cedar  Creek,  1-26-1766,  for  following  the  corruot  ways 
of  the  world. 

It  may  be  that  some  of  the  Isaac  Stanley  family  migrated  to  Missouri.

I,  Mary  Brooks,  of  Goochland  County,  Virginia,  being  of  sound  mind  and  memory,  and  know' 
ing  the  uncertainty  of  this  life,  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament. 

First-  My  desire  is  that  all  my  just  debts  be  paid.  I  then  give  to  my  grandson,  Jackson 
Stanley,  forty-two  acres  of  land,  one  colt,  and  feathers  enough  to  make  one  bed,  to  him  and 
his  heirs  forever. 

Then  I  give  to  my  granddaughter,  Gulielma  Stanley,  one  feather  bed,  bed  stead,  and  twenty- 
four  acres  of  land,  I  purchased  of  Isaac  Stanley  last,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 
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Then  I  give  and  bequeath  to  ray  granddaughter,  Mary  Stanley,  two  beds  with  furniture,  one 
bed  stead,  one  chest  with  drawers,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Then  I  give  to  my  granddaughter,  Elizabeth  Stanley,  one  feather  bed,  furniture  and  curtains, 
one  large  walnut  table,  and  one  heifer,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Item-  I  give  my  mare  and  future  increase  to  be  equally  divided  between  my  three  grand¬ 
daughters,  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 

I  desire  the  legacies  left  them,  may  be  delivered  to  them  as  they  marry  or  come  of  age. 

I  lend  unto  my  daughter,  Elizabeth  Stanley,  during  her  lifetime,  all  the  remaining  part  of 
my  estate  not  already  given  away  to  my  grandchildren,  both  real  and  personal,  amongst  which 
is  a  feather  bed  and  furniture,  one  yoke  of  oxen,  one  cow,  one  seal  skin  trunk,  one  side¬ 
saddle,  one  cupboard,  one  spinning  wheel,  three  puter  dishes,  four  basons  with  all  the  rest 
of  my  estate  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever  not  herein  mentioned. 

It  is  my  desire  that  if  either  of  my  grandchildren  should  die  before  they  become  of  law¬ 
ful  age,  then  this  legacy  should  be  divided  equally  among  the  rest.  My  will  and  desire  is 
that  after  the  decease  of  my  beloved  daughter,  that  all  my  estate  both  personal  and  real,  I 
lent  to  my  daughter,  be  equally  divided  between  my  three  granddaughters,  to  them  and  their 
heirs  forever. 

Lastly,  I  appoint  my  friends,  John  Hunnicutt,  Joseph  Watkins  and  Joseph  Pollard,  executors 
of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  hereby  revoking  all  former  wills  made  by  me.

We  do  not "have  the  birth  or  death  of  Alice.  In  the  Census  of  Surry  County,  N.C., 

1790,  John  Hutchins  is  given,  but  no  female  In  the  family.  Vie  conclude  that  Alice 
died  previous  to  1790. 

The  second  marriage,  to  Jane  was  not  a  CJuaker  marriage,  for  which  he  was  disowned  by 
the  Church.  We  could  find  no  record  that  he  returned  to  the  Church.  The  record  read 
9-  3-1792-  Deep  River  Meeting-  John  Hutchins  disowned.  Married  out  of  Unity.

Alice  Standley  was  daughter  of  John  Standley  of  Hanover  County,  Va.,  and  his  first  wife. 

John  Standley  married  second,  10-11-1743,  Martha  Hutchins,  Aunt  of  this  John  Hutchins. 

In  1779,  John  Hutchins  and  his  brother  Nicholas,  prospected  Yadkin  County,  N.C.,(then  Surry  Co.) 
and  each  made  a  land  entry  of  450  acres.  These  entries  were  along  Forbush  Creek.  As  near  as 
we  can  tell  John  Hutchins  entered  land  toward  Shacktown.  It  is  reported  that  the  mill  known 
as  Shores  Mill  was  built  by  John  Hutchins  who  owned  it  until  his  death.  This  mill  is  near 
Shacktown  on  North  Deep  Creek.  The  mill  is  located  at  a  natural  waterfall  of  3uch  extent 
that  a  log  placed  along  the  top  of  the  fall  diverts  enough  water  to  run  the  mill. 

Vie  regret  that  much  of  the  data  we  would  like  to  have  of  this  family  could  not  be  gotten.  <-.e 
do  not  know  the  burial  place  of  John  Hutchins  or  of  either  of  his  ?/Ives. 

But  Balls  Hutchins,  son  of  John,  wa3  killed  in  1827,  and  buried  in  a  field  near  the  present 
burial  ground  at  Shacktown.  This  might  indicate  the  burial  place  of  others. 

Reading  between  the  lines  of  the  record,  we  would  say  that  John  Hutchins  was  an  independent, 
honest,  capable,  honorable  man.

After  she,  my  beloved  wife,  Jane,  Is  taken  from  time  or  married 
to  any  person,  then  my  son  Ellis  and  my  daughter  Quinfcilly  to  have  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
acres  of  land,  equally  divided  between  my  son  and  daughter  before  mentioned,  my  3on,  Ellis  to 
have  the  west  part  of  the  said  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  of  land,  and  my  daughter  Quln- 
tilly,  the  east  part  of  said  land,  or  the  heirs  of  their  bodies. 

Also  it  is  my  will,  that  after  the  use  of  my  movable  property  and  effects  is  out  of  use  by  mar¬ 
riage  or  widowhood,  said  movable  property  and  effects  to  be  equally  divided  among  my  six  young¬ 
est  children,  to  wit:  John,  Jesse,  Baley,  quint illy,  Blkanah  and  Ellis  Hutchins. 

It  is  my  will  that  Jesse  Hutchins  to  have  one  black  mare  and  one  cow  to  be  taken  of  my  effects 
now  in  being  to  them  before  named.

We  have  this  Item  from  the  Beep  River  Quaker  Records-  "11-  1-1784,  Agatha  Hudspeth,  formerly 
Hutchins,  disowned,  M.O.U." 

We  have  been  unable  so  far  to  obtain  data  of  this  family. 

In  correspondence  with  Judge  Andrew  Hutchins  Hudspeth,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
New  Mexico,  we  learn  that  his  father  was  John  Hutchins  Hudspeth,  born  1838,  in  Missouri. 

The  Hudspeth  family  moved  from  North  Carolina  to  Kentucky  in  the  neighborhood  of  Bowling  G-reen. 
Prom  there  some  moved  to  Arkansas,  others  to  Missouri.  Other  Hudspeths  mentioned,  are  John, 
Joel,  William  and  George. 


The  BILLS  FAMILY. 

The  earliest  ancestor  of  the  Bills  Family  was  one  Daniel  Bills,  whose  ?/ife  was  Deborah  Denham. 
Daniel’s  parents  v/ere  lost  at  sea  and  he  was  taken  and  reared  by  Captain  and  Mrs.  Denham,  -  he 
being  captain  of  the  sunken  ship.  Later  the  little  boy,  Daniel  Bills,  and  their  little  daughter 
Deborah,  grew  up  and  wore  married. 

They  became  the  parents  of  thirteen  children,  the  oldest  two  of  which  number,  William  and 
Gersham,  married  Susannah  and  Mary  Hutchins  respectively.  Their  families  are  listed  on  the 
following  pages. 

Census  and  marriage  records  have  been  searched  wherever  available.  For  the  reason  that  the 
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Christian  names  have  been  repeatedly  used  in  the  two  families,  it  has  been  difficult  to  place 
ohe  members  of  each  family;  -  so  there  may  be  mistakes. 

Many  descendants  of  these  sisters  are  to  be  found  in  Tennessee  and  Texas.

HOBSON  ANCESTRY. 


Three  Hobson  brothers  emigrated  from  England  to  America  before  1739 .  They  were  of  English 
Quaker  stock.  The  Family  Orest  showed  peaceful  tendency,  being  a  heart  with  a  hand  rising 
out  of  it,  grasping  an  olive  branch  rather  than  a  sword. 

They  escaped  persecution  by  settling  in  3urry  Jo.,  N.J.  and  in  Frederick  Jo.,  Virginia. 

George  was  one  of  the  three  brothers.  He  and  his  wife,  Hannah,  were  born  in  England,  about 
1715*  After  marriage,  moved  to  Frederick  Jo.,  Virginia.  George  and  Hannah  had  a  son  Stephen 
who  married  three  times  and  had  thirteen  children,  a  number  of  them  marrying  into  the 
Hutchins  family.

"The  Friends  appointed  to  meet  Obedience  Harding,  have  not  had  an  opportunity  with  her,  but 
one  of  them  rendered  an  account  to  the  meeting  which  he  had  received*  from  a  Friend  at  the 
particular  meeting  to  which  she  belonged-  »Cf  her  orderly  life,  &c.  It  appears  satisfactory. 
In  the  Gravelly  Run  Meeting  Records,  ~yT&  month,  1776-  "Obedience  Harding  accepted."' 

William  Harding's  lineage,  it  is  said,  traces  back  to  George  Harding  of  London,  England, 
whose  son,  Thomas  Harding,  settled  in  Virginia,  1650.  The  descendants  of  Thomas  made  fortu¬ 
nate  marriages,  owned  large  tracts  of  land,  and  were  prominent  in  their  localities. 

William  Harding,  who  married  Obedience,  was  a  son  of  William  Harding,  born  1720,  married 
2nd  Sarah  LaForce,  daughter  of  Renne  LaForce ,  a  Huguenot,  one  of  the  first  Justices 
of  Goochland  County,  Virginia. 

William  Harding  made  a  Land  Entry  in  Surry  County,  N.C.,  I76O.  Preparing  to  move  to  North 
Carolina,  William  and  Biddy,  of  Hanover  County,  sold  two  tracts  of  land  in  Goochland  County. 

July  6,  17^2,  -  149  acres  to  Thomas  Harding,  200  pounds. 

July  6,  17S2,  -  36  acres  to  Anderson  Peers,  5^0  pounds. 

Both  of  these  deed6  duly  recorded  in  Deed  Record,  number  13,  of  Goochland  County,  Virginia. 

It  is  not  known  when  William  Harding  came  to  North  Carolina.  He  was  listed  in  the  Census 

of  1790.

1-17S0,  the  Friend  appointed  to  attend  the  marriage  of  Thomas  and 
Susanah  Ladd,  reports  it  was  orderly.  So  the  marriage  probably  took  place 
within  the  previous  month. 

10-  2-1726,  Susanali  Hutchins  and  daughters  were  received  at  Deep  River 
Meeting,  N.C. ,  on  certificates  from  Cedar  Creek  Meeting,  dated  1-1^-1726.  The 
daughters  were  Ann,  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Gulielma.  The  first  two  were 
children  of  Patty  Chiles. 

2-  6-I727,  Thomas  Hutchins  was  received  at  Deep  River  Meeting  on  cer¬ 
tificate  from  Cedar  Creek  Meeting,  dated  3“dO-1727. 


Thomas  died  so  early  in  North  Carolina,  that  nothing  remains  of  his  memory.  His 
children  moved  with  their  families  to  distant  states-  one  to  Tennessee,  one  to  Ohio,  and 
three  to  Indiana.  The  other,  Elizabeth  Smith,  has  not  been  located.

Item-  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Thomas  Hutchins,  one  hundred  acres  of  land  lying 
at  the  upper  end  of  the  tract  I  now  live  on,  adjoining  Stephen  Hobson’s  line,  and  one  heifer, 
also  one-half  of  the  grist  mill,  after  the  widowhood  of  his  mother,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Item-  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Benjamin  Hutchins,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
acres  of  land  whereon  I  now  live,  and  one  heifer,  also  one-half  of  my  grist  mill,  after  the 
widowhood  of  his  mother,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever.

The  Hodgson  and  Dillon  families,  members  of  which  are  mentioned  on  the  following  names  were 
all  Quakers,  so  far  as  is  known.  &  *b  » 

George  Hodgson,  the  first  known  ancestor,  was  of  English  descent.  He  sailed  with  his  parents 
to  America  ana  was  at  landing,  the  only  survivor  of  his  family.  He  settled  in  Pennsylvania 
later  movmg  to  North . Carolina.  His  children  and  grandchildren  drifted  with  other  Quaker 
families  to  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois.  As  he  was  alone  in  the  world,  it  is  probable  that 
he  was  raised  by  the  Quakers. 


It  is  known  that  in  Pennsylvania  there  were  two  John  Hodgsons  who  were  in  the  Revolutionary 
war.  It  is  possible  that  the  two  John  Hodgsons  were  descendants  of  George  Hodgson. 

Amos  Hodgson,  who  married  Mary  Barnett,  was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Patience  Dillon  Hodgson.  His 
son  Allen  was  born  in  Clinton  County,  Ohio,  and  when  he  was  eleven  years  of  age  he  moved  to 
Tazewell  County,  Illinois.  In  12>57  ^oved  to  Wabouncee  County,  Kansas.  He  *was  the  first 
Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  county,  and  afterward  was  elected  County  Assessor,  He  was  twice 
elected  County  Commissioner.  He  died  in  Wabouncee  County,  Kansas. 


Ira  Hodgson,  son  of  Allen,  was  born  in  Tazewell  County,  Illinois,  and  moved  to  Kansas  with  his 
father.  Of  the  three  children  by  the  first  marria.ge  of  Allen,  Ira  was  the  only  one  that  lived. 
He  entered  the  Civil  7/ar  at  the  age  of  sixteen  and  after  the  war,  served  as  Indian  scout.  He 
moved  to  Oklahoma  in  IS96  and  died  at  Sayre,  at  the  age  of  ninety-one. 

The  Dillon  family  is  traced  to  one  Luke  Dillon  who  married  Susan  Garrett  in  Ireland.  They 
came  to  America,  settled  in  Virginia  and  later  went  to  North  Carolina  and  from  there  drifted 
west  with  other  Quaker  families.  From  the  records,  it  is  found  that  Luke  Dillon  once  lived 
in  Hopewell,  Virginia.  The  Hodgson^,  Dillons  and  Hutchins  all  seem  to  have  lived  for  a 
time  in  North  Carolina.  They  were  probably  neighbors. 

The  Largents,  also  mentioned  on  the  following  pages,  (Allen  married  Margaret  Largent;  Daniel 
Hodgson  married  Mary  Ann  Largent)  are  according  to  tradition,  descendants  of  one~Jean 
De  L' Argent,  a  Frenchman,  who  came  to  this  country  in  l62y.  James  Largent,  his  son,  lived 
in  Hampshire  County,  West  Virginia,  now  Morgan  County.  In  Romney,  West  Virginia,  there  is  a 
Will  of  this  James  Largent  that  was  made  in  1S12.  He  had  a  son  John  and  two  daughters, 
^lizaoeth  and  Margarette .  This  James  Largent  was  the  great-grandfather  of  Margaret  Largent 
who  married  Allen  Hodgson.  He  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier.
